Fall Work Against Insects 


By Prov. C.J, S. Bornuna 
The time of year has now arrived 
when most of our insect foes have ceas- 


od their active work and are withdrawn 
from observation and consequent ly most 
people come to the conclusion that the 
senson’s fight is over and that nothing 
need at present be done. But this is 
very far from being the case. ‘There 
are many destructive insects that can 
be more easily dealt with now than at

any other time of the year, 

Pirst and foremost the pea-weevil, 
The losses from this insect haye been 
very much lessened during the last two 
seasons in Ontario, but this does not 
mean that we have got ridof the trouble. 
The insect is still with us, but being in 
greatly reduced nmbers can the more 
easily be dealt with. If there is the 
lsa:t suspicion of the presence of the 
tiny beetle in the newly harvested 
peas, they, and in any case peas intend- 
ed for seed should be at once treated 


with bisulphide of carbon which will 
kill every one that is exposed to its 
fumes, ‘The method is familiar enough; 
put the peas in an air-tight cask or bin, 
and place in an open pan on top of them 
one ounce of the bisulphide toevery 100 
Ibs. of peas (a bushel weighs about 60 
Ibs.), cover up tightly and leave for 48 
hours. Then open up either out of 
doors or where there is a thorough draft 
of air; do not Jet any fire or light 
come near it, as the vapor is very in- 
flammable and explosive; every weevil 
or other insect among the peas will be 
dead, and non-infested seed will be 
available for next year. The same 
treatment shonld be used for the bean- 
weevil, which is a serious pest in some 
parts of the province, 

In addition to this treatment of the 
peas themselves, the pea-straw and rub- 
bish should be cleared up and burnt, 
and all refuse where threshing has been 
done should be similarly zot rid of. 
This will destroy any weevils that have 
already come out and are hiding away 
for the winter. It will pay to do this 
whether the insect is known to be pres- 
ent or not. e 

This brings us to the next important 
matter, namely clean farming and gar- 
dening. All sorts of insects find their 
winter quarters in refuse, Many that 
infest grain take refuge in the stubble, 
others are sheltered by loose rubbish, 
others again hide in tufts of grass, 
among the weeds in fence corners, under 
bark, wherever in fact, there is shelter 
of any kind. Now is the time to turn 
them out and expose them to the frost 
and wet, Clean up and burn-weeds of 
every kind, this will destroy many 
seeds as well as insects. Leave no 
heaps of rubbish anywhere. Gather up 
and add to the manure pile the leaves 
and stalks of roots, potatoes, etc. 
Plough up old pastures that are infested 
with white grubs or the larvae of Rose 
beetles. Scrape the rough bark off the 
trunks. and limbs of fruit trees, but this 
may be done later on in the winter. By 
keeping the farm, the orchard and the 
garden clean myriads of insects will be 
prevented from finding on the premises 
the shelter they need during the winter 
and will either perish or go somewhere 
else for a hiding place, and thousands 
more that are in the egg or chrysali 
stage will be destroyed. Many, 
doubt, will think all this too much 
trouble, but if they faithfully try it, 
they will soon find that it pays. 


Belleyille’s New Industry 


Belleville Rolling Mills are at last in 
operation and the citizens are congratu- 
lating themselves on the starting of 
this industry. It was heavily bonused 
by the city and the failure of the previ- 
ous attempts to run the mills was a sad 
disappointment to all. The old nail- 
making machinery has been thrown 
out, and has been replaced by the most 
modern machinery for the making of 
horse shoes. The principal business is 
the making of bariron, and this is being 
turned out in large quantities, There 
are seven furnaces now in operation and 
more will be ready very shortly. There 
are at present 8 persons on the pay roll 
and the number will be gradually in- 
creased until between two and three 
hundred will be employed.

SEE THE DERBY ONCE. 


The Horse Race Incident Is by Long 
Odds the Least of It. 

It is a matter of twenty odd miles 
from London to Epsom, in whose yi- 
cinity the historic race course lies, and 
samples of almost every curious thing 
there is in old England are to be seen 
along the various roadways. If there 
were but one road to Epsom, half of 
the procession that starts from Lon- 
don on the morning of Derby day 
would be left struggling in the out- 
skirts of the city long after the great 
race had been run. But there are 
many, though none too many, since 
each is packed to the point of discom- 
fort from early dawn until far into the 
night. 

The Derby is a thing for the foreign- 
er to see once and eyer afterward to 
hold in grateful memory, because it is 
an experience that could never repeat 
itself to the satisfaction of the mere 
onlooker. . Primarily it is, of course, 
a horse race, but the race, which occu- 
pies such a fleeting breath of time, is 
by long odds the least of it. Other- 
wise it is an expression of Britishism 
such as may not be witnessed upon 
any other occasion. It is the one day 
in the year, I believe, on which Ing- 
lish society leyels jtself out upon the 
first principle of the brotherhood of 
man. “Rich man, poor man, beggar 
man, thief, doctor, lawyer, merchant, 
chief,” without distinction and with 
perfect camaraderie, come together 
with the evident if unconscious pur- 
pose of proving that to be merely Brit- 
ish is all that any true Briton can rea- 
sonably desire. 

The foreigners are the only specta- 
tors. Everybody else is “in the cast,” 
as it were, and it is difficult to judge 
whether the king, with his nobles and 
their bevy of brilliantly attired ladies, 
or the coster in his donkey cart, with 
“the missus and the kids,” is the-lead- 
ing actor, Perhaps it would be bet- 
ter to call it a yariety show and to de- 
cide that each in his “turn” is a star 
in his own particular performance,

Why Thin Process, Which In Very 


HORSES, 


Anctent, ln Necessary. 

As soon a8 tho horn of the hoof be: 
gins to be worn away faster than It is 
renewed by natural growth, and that 
jg a8 soon as the horse is obliged to 
do regular work upon ground which 
is not itself in a state of nature or to 
tudergo more thin a voluntary amount 
of traveling under imposed conditions 


on any sort of ground whatever, a shoe 
of some kind becomes a necessity. 
When shoes of one kind or another 
began to be worn by horses has always 
been disputed by learned gentlemen, 
Nor perhaps ts it of much consequence 
whether the horses of Pharaoh were 


shod or how they were shod when 
they perished in the Red sea er wheth- 
er Homer, Virgil, Tlorace and other 


“ancient classics,” when they are poets, 
are to be taken literally rather than 
figuratively in the epithets which they 
apply to horses. ‘hese would no doubt 
be considered by a farrier to indicate 
that reference 1s made to a hoof gar- 
nished with some sort of metal, 

As for the ingenuous observers who 
draw inferences trom works of sculp- 


ture, they might Aas well argue that 
the heroes and heroines of antiquity 
habitually went nbout winter and sum- 
mer “mid nodings on.” 

Xenophon no doubt as a writer of 
plain prose and of works relating to 
horsy matters would deserye the most 
serious and respectful attention, but 
memory fails to recall any remarks of 
his about what we should regard as 
properly called shoving. 

Certain protections for the horse's 
hoof may be mentioned in the works 
of Columella and Vegetius, und in the 
time of Constantine the Great there is 
snid to have been known a footgear 
for horses which was fastened to the 
pastern, However, the earliest known 
specimen of an iron horseshve fasten- 
ed with nails is said to have been that 
which was discovered in the tomb of 
the frank King Chijderic, who died in 
481 and whose tomb was opened in 
1653.

CURIOUS DESIGNS. ~ 
Odd Results May Be Produced by 
Dropping Ojl on Water. 

A curious experiment may be made, 
the result of which will produce a 
strange natural des‘gn, and the attempt 
may be carried on with almost endless 
yariety in the resu/t. The only things 
needed are a deep dish of water and 
some oil. Any kine of oil will do, but 
better results are obtained with a vari- 
ety. 

Fill a deep dish with pure water and 
let it stand until the water is perfectly 
still, then let fall imto it a drop of pure 
sperm oil, The drop will spread out, 
forming a film circular in shape, but 
very ragged at the edges. If you watch 
the film you will saon perceive that the 
center begins to break up, forming 
ovals and circles, and the combinations 
of these form endless designs which 
keep on forming and breaking up from 
one to another for fully half an hour, 
making a yeritable kaleidoscope. 

You will see some designs that you 
may wish to preserve, and if that be 
so take a piece of glazed paper and 
place it gently over the surface of the 


_ water when the film is in the desired 


design. The oil will stick to the paper, 
and when you remove it from the wa- 
ter, as gently as you placed it there, 
run an inked roller over it or place the 
design on an inked plate. The ink will 
coyer the paper except where the oil 
has touched it, and when your process 
is finished your design of oil will stand 
out white against a black background. 

This same experiment made with 
eastor-oil will give a similar result, ex- 
cept that the designs will be smaller, 
and eyery kind of oil will give a differ- 
ent design. Indeed, no two drops of 
the same oil will produce the same de- 
sign, so that you may preserve an end- 
less variety in your collection. 


Land Crabs. 

Crabs are generally supposed to live 
in the ocean, but there is one species 
that lives on the land. It is found on 
the island of Jamaica, in the West In- 
dies. It burrows in the sand some- 
times two or three miles from the sea. 
It has two long claws. In attacking an 
enemy it binds it with one claw, which 
is then thrown off, and then continues 
the fight with the free claw. The 
crabs stay in the ground during the 
day and hunt for their food at night. 
hey yisit the ocean once a year to lay 
their eggs. They travel by night, when 
they are caught in great numbers,

This brings us to the second kind of 
excuse, that made to one’s employer 
Of the two this latter kind of excuse is 
the less injurious to the clerk’s chance 
of advancement.

mind a subtle mental poison, a don’t- 
eare-a-hang essence that breeds lack of 
backbone, lack of concentration, lack of 
continuity and application.

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CHEESE MANUFACTURE 


Somo Radical Changes Proposed 


'' Bighty-five per cent. of the cheese 
used in Great Britain is Canadian 
make,” was the statement made by Mr. 
GG. Publow, of Kingston, chief in- 
structor of the Dairymen’s Association 
of Eastern Ontario, 

Mr. Publow believes that a radical 
change will soon be made with regard 
to the inspection of cheese factories. 
The importance of this work has bean 


seen by the Dairy Department and plans 
are now under way by which every 
factory in Ontario will be visited by an 
instructorzwho will be given power to 
be also a sanitary inspector, A small 
tax will be put upon each and will be 
regulated according to the output of 
cheese. A few more inspectors will, of 
course, have to be appointed and be 
placed over special districts so thatevery 


factory will come under their notice at 
least once a year. In this way Myr. 
Publow belieyes that more will be ac- 
complished towards the raising of the 
standard of Canadian cheese than has 
been done in the past, 

The time has gone by, he stated, 
when an instructor has to remain at a 
factory all day in order to explain a 
better system of doing things to the 
cheese manufacturer. <A _ brief call, 
pointing out the defects, does more now 
than lengthy visits of a few years ago. 
The makers are rapidly becoming more 
conversant with their duties and will 
intelligently remedy defects when they 
are merely shown to them, 

The weakest point in the maintenance 
of a high standard of cheese, Mr. Publow 
stated, lies in the milk supply. Upon 


this depends the success of the maker, b 


the success of the wholecommunity and 
that of the country in that particular 
product, from which the cheese is ex- 
ported, The new instructors will have 
time to yisit the sources of the milk 
supply which are known to be unsani- 
tary and attempt to educate the patrons 
to a better system of milk curing on 
the farm. The patrons will then get 
instructions for less money and will be 
better off than at the present. 


FOR COOL CURING ROOMS 


Mr. Publow is very enthusiastic over 
the advent of the cool curing rooms. 
The lack of them in most of the Ontario 
factories was a great detriment, he stat- 
ed, but he was very optimistic in pro- 
phesying that in the near future the 
majority of them would be supplied. 

Within the past few weeks he and Mr, 
Somerville have been lecturing in Prince 
Edward county and in the vicinity of 
Belleville. They visited 18 factories 
and practically in every case the own- 
ers have decided to install the curing 
room, 

‘The time is at hand,” continued Mr. 
Publow, ‘when the standard will be 
will be set by the cool cured cheese.” 

The two prominent things, which 
would improve the quality of Canadian 
cheese the most, explained Mr. Publow, 
was the providing of means to keep the 
milk at the farm at a temperature of 
from 60 to 65 degrees, and the cheese 
at the factory at from 58 to 60 degrees.

Haye 
ready meanwhile a kettle of boiling 
water and When the peeling process is 
complete take the potatoes from the 
cold water and, covering them with 
boiling salted water, set them on the 
range, covered, to boil. Twenty min- 
utes usually suffice, but to test them 
use a skewer or fork, and when they 
ean be pierced easily remove at once 
from the fire, pour off all the water 
and set them on the back of the range, 
uncovered, to steam dry, assisting that 
process occasionally by a slight shak- 
ing of the kettle. 

If one asks the reason why potatoes 
should always be cooked in boiling wa- 
ter try the following experiment for 
proof: Take two cups, in each of which 
has been put a teaspoonful of ordinary 
starch. Pour over one a quarter of a 
cupful of ‘boiling water and over the 
other the same quantity of cold water 
and observe the result. The one over 
which the boiling water was poured 
stays in shape, a compact mass, while 
the one with the cold water dissolves 
into a soft paste. The potato is largely 
composed of starch, and from this 
trial auy one may draw his own con- 
clusions, If you wish a pulpy, watery 
potato use cold water, but if a‘ dry, 
mealy, snowy ball that would delight 
the heart of Wpicurus himself always

Useful Houschold Hints 


Never throw away small quantities 0 
gravy, sauce, etc., if they are perfectly 
sweet. They will come in for making 
stews, soup or the gravies. 

When boiling milk, put two table- 
spoonfuls of water in the pan, and let it 
boil.- Milk boiled in this way will never 
burn to the bottom of the saticepan. 

If salt is sprinkled over the range 
before frying is commenced there will 
be no disagreeable odor if the fat spat- 
ters over, 

In order to have potatoes always 
white the saucepan in which they are 
boiled should never be used for any 
other purpose. 

A generous lump of soda placed in 
pots and pans in which fish, cabbage, 
onions and other strong-smelling food 
has been cooked will thoroughly cleanse 
and make them smell sweet and fresh. 


Sour milk in which soda has been 
thoroughly dissolved in proportion of 
4 {teaspoonful of soda to one cupful of 
milk can be used as sweet milk if only a 
little less baking powder is used in the 
Hour. 

Tf coffee cups are, rinsed in cold water , 
before being washed in soap and water 
they will not become stained. : 

Flannel will not harden or shrink if 
treated as follows when new: New flan- 
nel should be put into clean cold water 
and left for a week, changing the water 
frequently. Wash well in warm water, 
using a little soap to remove the oil. | 
Flannel thus washed never hardens.

HINDOO ACROBATS, 


They Perform Wonderfal Venta of 
Nalanctog and Juggling. 

There Is always on abundant supply 
of stories of the expertness of Hindoo 
jugglers and acrobats, One who moves 
ubout perched upon a single long stick 
Is remarkably clever, This performer 
{s mounted on a bamboo pole about fit- 
teen feet high, the top of which fs tled 
lo a girdle around his waist, A small 
cushion is fastened a few feet down 
the pole, which acts os a leg rest, The 
ficrobat hops around a large space in 


the livellest way, uttering cheerful 
shouts and accompanied by the tapping 
of a curious drum. He also executes a 
sort of dance and goes through a little 
pantomime, It is a maryelous feat of 
equilibrium, To walk on a pair of 
stilts as high as this would be a per- 
formance worthy of comment, but to 
hop around on one is quite another 
thing. 

The same man can do many other 
wonderful things, He appears abso- 
lutely perfect in the art of balancing. 
He can balance a very light stick on 
his nose and a heayy one on his chin 
and then throw the heayy one into 
the air and catch it on the end of the 
light one. When balancing these two 
sticks, end on end, he will make one 
reyolye in one direction and the other 
the reverse.

THE MAHOGANY TREE. 


It Frequently Springs From the Crey- 


ices of Grent Rocks, 
The tree which produces that beau- 


tiful and well known wood, mahogany, 
is one of the most elegant, if not the 
largest, of the country in which it is 
found and frequently grows in the 
crevices of rocks. 
so large a vegetable production in such 
a situation is extremely curious and 
picturesque and is to be accounted for 
from the construction of the seed, 
which is like that of the thistle, 
winged, or capable of being borne 
along by the action of the air and in 
that manner deposited in holes and 
fissures in the rocks, where it speedily 
yegetates and springs up. As long as 
the plant remains young the place in 
which it is found is sufficiently large 
for its growth, but as it increases in 
size the roots gradually but irresistibly 
force asunder the walls of their rocky 
prisons and throw off large portions of 
stone,

It is not always, however, found in 


these situations, the largest timber be- 
ing produced in some of the flat and 
marshy spots on the coast of America, 
Such is the Honduras mahogany, which 
is much looser in texture and of less 
value than that from the mountainous 
districts of Cuba and Haiti. This last 
kind is known in commerce as Spanish 
mahogany and is chiefly purchased for 
the purpose of being cut into veneers.

The owner of this type of hogs 
usually ties a stone to its tail to keep 
it from oyerbalancing and breaking 
its neck while running. If the stone 
is too heavy it will pull the skin over 
its eyes, and it will go blind.”—Mineral 
Wells Index.

THE SMALL CHURN. 


The kind of churn that should be used 
on a farm need not be long debated. 
One of the best churns was the old dash 
churn, but it wasinot as good as is the 
barrel churn. The barrel churn:is sim- 
ply an emply vessel having in it neither 
dasher nor other obstructions. It re- 
volves upon a pivot, and as it revolves’ 
the milk falls from one end of the churn 
tothe other, The first barrels had ob-| 
structions in them consisting of round 
pipes of wood, against\which the cream 
struck when passing from one end to 
the other. It was supposed that this 
caused the butter to gather in a very 
Short time. It was soon learned, how- 
ever, that this did not help much to 
bring the butler. Someone discovered 
by actually trying it that the cream 
striking the two ends was affected as 
quickly as if the obstruclions were left 
in. From that time the barrel churn 
became the favorite, and has remained 
the favorite to the present time. 

It does not seem likely that this prin- 
ciple will be improved upon.

Rules and Regulations of the 
Stirling Pulic Library 


1. This Library shall be called The Stir- 
ling Public Library, 

2. Any resident of Stirling 12 years of age 
or over, shall be entitled to become a mem- 
ber by subseribing to the Rules and Regu- 
lations. 

3° Any person desiring to become a mem- 
ber shall file an application with the Li- 
brarian, and if the applicant is not a free- 
holder his application must be recommend- 
ed in writing by u freeholder, who shull be 
responsible tor loss not made good by the 
member recommended by him, 

4, To each member a Library card will 
be furnished on payment of five cents, 
which card must be produced whenever a 
book is taken out, renewed or returned, ° 

5. Non-residents of Stirling, over the age 
of 12 years, may become members by the 
payment of one dollar for a year’s subscrip- 
tion, or fifty cents for six months, and by 
complying with the Rules and Regulations, 
Such members shall be entitled to a card 
free of cost, which card, when filled, must 
be returned to the Librarian before another 
card will be issued free, 

6, Bach member is entitled to have only 
one book at a time. 

7. Books may be retained two weeks, 
except those marked seven-day books, 
which must be returned within that time. 
Any book muy be renewed fora like period 
at the discretion of the Librarian. <A fine 
of two cents a day shall be charged on each 
volume which is not returned according to 
this rule, and no other book will be issued 
to the person incurring the fine until such 
fine is paid. Should a book not be return- 
ed within 14 days after the expiration of 
the prescribed time, an additional charge 
of 25 cents shall be added for costs of col- 
lection, and if the book be not. returned 
within six weeks from the date of issue, 
legal proceedings shall be taken to recover 
the value of the same, and all other fines 
and charges, 

8. Any beok injured, defaced, destroyed 
or lost, shall be replaced at the expense of 
the member upon whose card such book 
was issued, or of the freeholder who recom- 
mended such member, and such member 
shall forfeit all privileges of the Library 
until such expense is paid. 

9, No member is permitted to lend a book 
to any other person, or to exchange books 
with another member, 

10.°No person, except the Librarian and 
assistants, shall be permitted to pass with- 
in the Library enclosure, or to take any 
book from the shelves. 

ll. Any person ubusing the privileges of 
the Library or violating these regulations 
shall be temporarily suspended by the Li- 
brarian from the use of the Library until 
the Board of Management shall take action 
thereon, 

Hours.—Until further notice the Library 
will be open for delivery and exchange of 
books on ‘Tuesdays and ‘Lharsdays from 
3.30 to 5 30 p.m., and on Saturdays from 
7.30 to 9.30 p.m., except on statutory holi- 
days.

Electric Locomotives. 


The steam locomotive, which has 
held undisputed and honorable posses- 


sion of the field of long-haul traffic for 


over seventy years, is doomed, and in 
near future will be entirely supplanted 
by the electric locomotive. 

This is the conclusion to be drawn 
from an official announcement made by 
the New York Central and Hudson 
River Railway Company upon the ex- 
periments which that company has 


been conducting in regard to high-speed 
locomotives. These experiments have 
not only shown that the electric loco- 
motive is superior in hauling power to 
the steam locomotiye under every sort 
of condition, but that its cost of main- 
tenance is only about one-third that of 
the latter, 

Between Oct, 26, 1904, and the pres- 
ent time the electric locomotives have 
been run for a distance of over 50,000 
miles under every sort of condition, and 
in all sorts of weather, including bliz- 
zards and excessiye heat. Under all 
conditions the electric locomotives not 
only maintained a speed equal to the 
best steam locomotives, but actually 
beat them, 

The record of maintenance for the en- 
tire period has been carefully kept, and 
shows a cost of maintenance for the 
electrical locomotive of less than two 
cents per locomotive mile, as compared 
with a cost of from five to seven cents 
per locomotive mile for steam loco- 
motives in similar service. 

As a beginning, the company placed 
an order for thirty-five of these loco- 
motives, and this order is now nearly 
completed, In railway circles it is con- 
sidered that the adoption of the electric 
locomotive by the New York Central 
lines is bound to be followed by its 
adoption on the principal railways of 
Canada. 


Great Mineral Wealth 
Fifteen Million Dollars for People 
of Ontario 

Fifteen million dollars is said to be 
the amount which financiers recently 
declared themselves willing to pay the 
government for the mining rights on 
that section of the famous Gillies timber 
limit, which is known to be richin min- 
erals. In accordance with the policy of 
the government, as announced at the 
last session of the Legislature, the whole 
of the limit, comprising about 100 square 
miles, is withdrawn from prospecting. 
On the mineral section, which has an 
area of about three square miles, and 
abuts right into the Cobalt silver field, 
and which the government has decided 
is to be mined for the benefit of the 
people of the province, active prelimin- 
ary operations are already going on, 
under the direction of government 
officials. Excellent ore has been taken 
out of the shaft now being sunk, and 
this no doubt will be sold to meet the 
expenses of the work. It was for this 
rich section of the limit that the offer of 
$15,000,000 was made. 


An Era of Development. 


Canada is certainly in the full tide of 
development. So great is the progress 
which is being made that events of first- 
class commercial importance occur al- 
most without notice. The first train on 
a direct line connecting Toronto and 
Parry Sound started from the Union 
Station on Monday without attracting 
to that centre others than those directly 
connected with theeyent. On theeyen- 
ing of the same day electrical energy 
from Niagara was for the first time de- 
livered in Toronto; and here again the 
only witnesses were officers immediate- 
ly concerned and newspaper representa- 
tives. Following this we have the an- 
nouncement from a member of the Goy- 
ernment that a ship canal will in the 
near future connect Montreal and 
Georgian Bay by way of the Ottawa 
and French riyers, and even this an- 
nouncement is given but a few lines of 
space in the daily papers. 

The ehief danger that Canada has to 
face to-day lies in the probability of 
people being carried off their feet by the 
flowing tide of prosperity.— Weekly 
Sun.

ETHICS OF DEBT.

Extraordinary Defence of a Unitarian 
4 Minister. 


An extraordinary defence, which did 
not appeal to Justice Willis, was out 
forward in the King’s Lynn County 
Court recently by the Rev, J. M, Barnes, 
a B.A. of Cambridge, England, who was 
formerly Unitarian minister in the town, 
pa who now lives at Streatham. 

© was sued by a King’s Lynn firm 
for £2 18s 1d. for groceries vaupplied 
to him, and, while admitting that he 
owed the amount legally, Mr. Barnes 
Said his defence to the action Wgs en- 
tirely an eternal one. 

He claimed that now, having no set- 
tled income, the debt should be can- 
celled. 

Ethically speaking, he could not regard 
himself as a debtor until the State gu- 
aranteed him employment of a kind 
in keeping with his education, and with 
sufficient remuneration on which to 
support himself, his wife and family. 

Until this was done for the thousands 
like himself, who through no fault of 
their own were before the abyss, he 
could only regard the plaintiff his 
debtor, in that, having + more of this 
world's goods than he mieeded, he owed 
iL to society to give of his surplus to 
those who in the struggle for existence 
had not been so fortunate as to obtain 
an economic advantage over others. 

He asked the judge to enquire of the 
plaintiff what was his ethical title to 
the wealth he possessed, and not what 

hie legal. claim was upon the debtor, 

Judge Willis said that he should do 
no such thing. He was Surprised that 
Mr, Barnes should have advanced such 

a defence, and he would get no Sympa- 
thy from him. ; 

He gave judgment for the amount 
claimed, and said that he would order 

Mr. Barnes ethically, and with due 1¢- 

gard to all interests, to pay 10s per 

month,

MODERN BULLET WOUNDS. 


A most interesting and far-reaching 
experiment on a large scale was per- 
formed at the  battlefleld of Mukden,

Captain Roger Sterne, the father of 
the author of Tristram Shandy,” was 
the orlginal of Uncle 'loby, As captain 
of Chudleigh’s regiment of foot, a

Almost any dish which had to ree- 
ommend It rarity, costliness, indigestl- 
bility and, to our way of thinking, nas- 
tiness was eure to take with the Ro- 
man epicure, And If he were unable 
to made it costly any other way he 
would add powdered precious stones or 
gold dust. Nero dined on one ocension 
from a peacock which was -sprinkled 
with diamond dust, and Specimens of 
that bird dressed with gold or with 
crushed pearls were by no means a 
rarity at the triclinia of the moneyed 
Romans, A dish of parrots’ tongues 
was a great delicacy. But a dish of 
parrots’ tongues which had been capa- 
ble, when in thelr proper place, of 
framing words was of almost Iincal- 
culable yalue, which increased In a di- 
rect ratio with the yoeabularies of the 
defunct parrots. Another bird for 
which the Roman epicure was in the 
habit of paying fabulous prices was 
the phenecoptrix, which is believed to 
haye been the ptarmigan. It had its 
home in the most northerly parts of 
Scotland and Norway, and as this 
made it hard to get at the Romans ap- 
preciated it all the more and put it in 
the same rank with ostriches, buz- 
zards and peacocks.

The fashion of sonnet writing was at 
its helght in the sixteenth century, 
when Rousard, the French “prince of 
poets” in his own country and genera. 
tion, wrote over 900 sonnets, a total 
which appears only to have been ex.

Spanish Voltaire, who is sald to haye 
written over 1,000, Fortunately for 
sonnet lovers some of the best poets 
have been prolific sonneteers, Petrarch, 
who created the classic model which 
later poets imitated, wrote 815. Cam- 
ocns Is responsible for 852, Sir Philip 
Sidney wrote 108, Spenser 88 and 
Dante 80. English sonnets were first 
written by Sir Thomas Wyatt (1503-42) 
and Henry Howard, earl of Surrey 
(1517-47), and the first appearance of 
any in book form was in a rare publi- 
cation briefly known as “Lottle’s Mis- 
cellany,” the full title being “Songs and 
Sonnettes written by the Right Hon- 
oure Lorde Henry Howard, late Warle 
of Surrey, and other.” The greatest 
Sonneteers of our language are Shake- 
Speare, Milton, Wordsworth and Ros-

BIG FIGHT NEAR WALNUT STREET- 
What was perhaps the affray of the 
evening {ook place on King street, near 
the corner of Walnut street, after the 
crowds had been repeatedly dispersed 
from the central part of the city. A 
number gathered there, and placed a 
ccuple of barrels of cement or stones 
and some planks on the track. When 
the first car came along the motorman 
tried to rush through, as he realized in 
stopping he and others in the car were 
in great danger. The blockade of stones 
resisted the car, and when the men in it 
got out to clear it away they were vio- 
lently assailed, and beat a hasty retreat 
to the car and threw themselves on the 
floor. The crowd showered bricks. ard 
stones at the car, battering it almost 
lo pieces. Screens and windows were 
soon broken and many missiles hit those 
in the car. They lay on the floor for a 
short time, but were maddened into an 
attack, and hurled the stones thrown 
at them back at the crowd; injuring 
some. Some one telephoned to the cen- 
fre of the cily for the soldiers, and the 
Royal Canadian Dragoons and the Horse 
Artillerymen galloped down full speed 
on the rioters, and they fled in all di- 
regtions in great hasle. The track was 
cleared, and the wreck of the car pro.
